1 . SCENARIO FOR THE SECRETARY'S ARRIVAL AND DEPARTURE 
CEREMONIES REMAINS AS DESCRIBED IN LIMA 1343. 

2. AT THE END OF THE AIRPORT ARRIVAL CEREMONY AND MEETING 
WITH THE PRESS, ESTIMATED AT APPROXIMATELY 1 1 :30 A.M. (WED- 
NESDAY, FEBRUARY 18), THE SECRETARY IS SCHEDULED TO GO 
DIRECTLY TO THE PRESIDENTIAL PALACE FOR NOON MEETING WITH 
PRESIDENT MORALES BERMUDEZ. ESTIMATED DRIVING TIME FROM 
AIRPORT TO PALACE IS 20 MINUTES. ACCOMPANYING IN SECRETARY'S 
LIMOUSINE WILL BE AMBASSADOR DEAN AND A SENIOR FONMINISTRY 
OFFICIAL TO BE ASSIGNED TO ACCOMPANY THE SECRETARY THROUGHOUT 
HIS VISIT. FONMIN OFFICE OF PROTOCOL ASSUMES THAT ASSIGNMENT 

OF AN ENGLISH-SPEAKING ESCORT OFFICER WILL BE AGREEABLE TO 
THE SECRETARY; PLEASE LET THE EMBASSY KNOW IF FOR ANY REASON 
THIS ARRANGEMENT IS NOT ACCEPTABLE, AND ALSO WHO ELSE THE 
SECRETARY MAY WANT TO HAVE ACCOMPANY HIM IN LIMOUSINE. 

3. WE UNDERSTAND THAT FOREIGN MINISTER DE LA FLOR WILL 
PRECEDE THE SECRETARY TO THE PRESIDENTIAL PALACE SO AS TO BE 
CONFIDENTIAL

ABLE TO GREET THE SECRETARY UPON HIS ARRIVAL AND TO INTRODUCE 
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HIM TO PRESIDENT MORALES BERMUDEZ IN THE PRESIDENTIAL OFFICE. 

THE SECRETARY WOULD BE ACCOMPANIED FOR HIS MEETING WITH THE 
PRESIDENT BY THE AMBASSADOR. THE FONMIN ESCORT OFFICER, AND 
THE SECRETARY'S INTERPRETER. WE ASSUME THAT ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY ROGERS WILL PARTICIPATE IN THIS MEETING, AND WE 
WELCOME GUIDANCE AS TO OTHER SENIOR MEMBERS OF THE SECRETARY'S 
PARTY WHO ARE TO ACCOMPANY THE SECRETARY TO THE MEETING. 

4. THE MEETING WITH THE PRESIDENT WOULD PROBABLY NOT 
LAST MORE THAN ABOUT 45 MINUTES. THE SECRETARY WILL THEN 
BE ACCOMPANIED BY AMBASSADOR DEAN AND THE ESCORT OFFICER 
DURING DRIVE TO EMBASSY RESIDENCE. DRIVING TIME WILL BE 
TEN MINUTES. 

5. THE SECRETARY AND SENIOR MEMBERS OF HIS PARTY, TOGETHER 
WITH THE PERUVIAN GUEST LIST INDICATED IN LIMA 1247, WILL 
THE HAVE DRINKS SERVED AT THE RESIDENCE AT APPROXIMATELY 
1:15 P.M., TO BE FOLLOWED BY LUNCHEON AT 1 :45 P.M. 

6. AT APPROXIMATELY 3:00 P.M. THE LUNCHEON SHOULD END, 

AND AT 3:10 P.M. THE SECRETARY SHOULD DEPART FOR THE MINISTRY 
OF WAR FOR THE MEETING WITH PRIME MINISTER FERNANDEZ 
MALDONADO. DRIVING TIME FROM RESIDENCE TO MINISTRY IS LESS 
THAN FIVE MINUTES. PRIME MINISTER IS INVITED TO THE LUNCHEON, 

AND HE PRESUMABLY WILL DEPART SOMEWHAT EARLIER SO AS TO BE 
ABLE TO RECEIVE THE SECRETARY FORMALLY AT HIS OFFICE. 

THE AMBASSADOR AND ASSISTANT SECRETARY ROGERS (AND OTHER SENIOR 
MEMBERS AS THE SECRETARY MAY INDICATE) WILL ACCOMPANY THE 
SECRETARY ON THIS VISIT. CALL ON PRIMIN SHOULD BEGIN AT 
3:15 P.M. AND TERMINATE NO LATER THAN 3:45 P.M. 

7. AT 3:45 P.M. THE SECRETARY AND THOSE ACCOMPANYING HIM 
SHOULD PROCEED TO MINISTRY OF FOREIGN RELATIONS. WHICH 
INVOLVES A DRIVE OF APPROXIMATELY TEN MINUTES (MUCH OF IT ON 
THE NARROW STREETS OF COLONIAL LIMA). THE FOREIGN MINISTRY 
BUILDING ITSELF IS A BEAUTIFUL STRUCTURE WORTH A FEW MINUTES 
OF THE SECRETARY'S TIME; THE BUILDING IS NAMED "TORRE TAGLE" 

FOR THE COLONIAL-ERA FAMILY WHICH BUILT IT 250 YEARS AGO. 

FONMIN PROTOCOL OFFICIALS WILL NO DOUBT ESCORT THE SECRETARY 
FROM THE FRONT DOOR TO THE MINISTER'S OFFICE. WE WOULD 
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EXPECT THE FOREIGN MINISTER TO BE ACCOMPANIED DURING THE 
MEETING, INTER ALIA, BY SECGEN MARCHAND AND PERUVIAN AMBASSADOR 
TO THE U.S. GARCIA BEDOYA (DE LA FLOR'S PRESS AIDE, OSCAR 
FAURA, WILL PROBABLY ACT AS INTERPRETER FOR THE FONMIN). 

8. THE SECRETARY'S PARTY SHOULD PLAN TO DEPART TORRE TAGLE 

AT APPROXIMATELY 4:45 P.M. SO AS TO ALLOW THE SECRETARY ADEQUATE 
TIME FOR A TOUR OF LIMA INCLUDING A VISIT TO THE GOLD MUSEUM 
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(DE LA FLOR HAS STRONGLY RECOMMENDED THAT THE SECRETARY VISIT 
THE GOLD MUSEUM AS ONE OF THE HIGHLIGHTS OF HIS LIMA VISIT). 

9. FONMIN OFFICE OF PROTOCOL IS ARRANGING FOR AN ENGLISH- 
SPEAKING PROFESSIONAL TOUR GUIDE TO ACCOMPANY THE SECRETARY 
UPON HIS DEPARTURE FROM TORRE TAGLE FOR A TOUR OF THE CITY. 

THOUR SHOLD BEGIN AT APPROXIMATELY 4:45 P.M., AND FOLLOWING 
APPROXIMATELY 30 MINUTES' DRIVING TIME PARTY WOULD ARRIVE AT

6:30 TO 7:15 P.M. EMBASSY WISHES TO PROPOSE A FIVE-MINUTE 
SEGMENT OF THE PRESS CONFERENCE BE DEVOTED TO INTRODUCTION 
AND PICTURE-TAKING OF THE SECRETARY MEETING AND CONGRATULATING
